ACK in prohibition days the chief of the biggest band of crim ­ 


inals that this country ever had known was A1 Capone, lab- 
feled Public Enemy No. 1. The government got him finally, not 
i o r deeds of violence, but for evasion of the income tax. ^ Most 
of the important members of his gang and of rival gangs in the 
Illicit beer and liquor traffic disposed of themselves in desper- 


fcte warfare. 
There had been cases of kidnaping and there had been 
jbands of outlaws previous to prohibition, but they increased in 
Jiumbers as beer and liquor profits grew less. 
It was the fate 
|)f the Lindbergh bal'v that aroused public sentiment to a uni­ 
versal demand for action against dangerous racketeers of all 
types. 
The so-called Lindbergh law passed by congress clothed 
federal agents of the D epartment of Justice with powers that 
they had not hitherto had. 
Now, working alone or in co-opera- 
iion with state and municipal authorities, tliey are in a position 
Jo render a public service of supreme importance. 
It is splendid work they have performed in running down 
the organized outlaws of the West. 
It was a long chase and they 
liad after John Dillinger, who succeeded Capone as Public 
lincmy No. 1, and his gunmen, but three months ago they got 
Jiim. 
Charles (Pretty Boy) Floyd next became Public Hnemy 
No. 1, and Floyd they shot to death on Monday.

less connected with them have been killed or imprisoned.

This is the time of the year, when many accidents are caused by 
fekidding automobiles. 
In many places the highways are covered with 
leaves and in rainy weather, unless your automobile is in first class 
condition in all respects, skidding is practically unavoidable. 
In addition to bad road conditions, other causes are badly aligned 
brakes, worn tires and wrong use of brakes. 
Brakes should be adjusted 
in such a way that the braking force on one side of the car should be 
as near that of the other as possible, and in the case of four-wheel 
brakes, so th at the back brakes are stronger than the front.

A great many economists are coming to the conclusion that we 
have "put the horse before the cart" in attempting to raise prices before 
the increase in business demanded such a rise. 
The first effect is not to give the worker wages whicli will give 
him a potentially greater purchasing power, but to increase the cost of 
the finished product to such an extent that the public quits buying. 
Therefore instead of the workers having greater employment and 
more money to spend, there is a decrease in the number of jobs and in 
the purchasing power of wages. 
Certainly prosperity cannot be brought 
about 
in 
such fa.shlon. 
W hen a m erchant seeks to move a surplus stock of goods he does it by 
cutting the price so that the people will buy. To destroy one-third of his 
stock and raise the price on the balance would increase neither his cus­ 
tom ers nor his profits. The same is true of industry and business as a 
whtrfe. 
Attractive prices w'hich stimulate buying will eventually set the 
wheels of Industry in motion, and this in turn will bring more work at 
higher wages, and ultimate prosperity.

The Governor 


Says 


What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why 


By GIFFORD P1NCHOT 
Governor of Pennsylvania 


Nearly 40,000 indigent aged men 


and womtn In Pennsylvania 
will 


celebrate Christmas and the New 
Year with new hope and happiness. 
For their last few years' they may 
enjoy security. 


No more threat of the almshouse! 
No need to depend on the uncer- 


tain help of friends or children al- 
ready daggering under other bur- 
dens! 


For more than 10 year-- I have 


done all in my power to bring help 
to these aged neighbors of ours. It 
gives me special 
happiness that, 


while I am still in office, the state 
should assume its responsibility of 
caring for these men and women, 
who, after 
a life-time of loyal 


service as citizens, find themselves 
through no fault of their own, face 
to face with want. 


In 1923 I signed Pennsylvania's 


first Old Age Assistance Act. 
The 


Old 
Age Assistance Commission 


which I had appointed summoned 
the first old age assistance confer- 
ence of its kind ever held in the 
United States. 
Representatives of 


30 leading state organizations, of six 
other states and delegates from 
ccunty assistance boards met here 
in Harrisburg and 
discussed 
the 


subject from every angle. But the 
act -lever went into effect, because 
the Supreme Court declared It un- 
constitutional. 


At subsequent sessions 
of 
the 


legislatures, several attempts were 
made to amend :he constitution so 
that a pension act could be passed 
These efforts all failed. 


When I returned to the Capitol 


for my second term, Pennsylvania 
had made no further progress to- 
ward old age assistance although 25 
other states passed such legislation 
in the decade between 1923 and 
1933. 


Then came our session of 1934 


and at last, I had the satisfaction 
of signing the present Old Age As- 
sistance Act which had been pre- 
pared, introduced; and passed as an 
administration measure. It is not 
all I want—but It is a great step 
forward. 


In the United States 
28 states 


now have Old Age Assistance Acts 
closely resembling ours. We do not 
find much variation in the condi- 
tions. Clauses relating to residence 
requirements, Inability to provide 
self-support, 
and 
grants 
follow 


along similar lines. 
The amount 


granted is about the same in this 


and other states, $30 t, month for 
the first member of a. family and 
$15 a month for other aged mem- 
bers of the household. 


Our act is good. In at least one 


respect, it is 'the fairest of all our 
assistance legislation. 
It 
relieves 


the counties of financial responsi- 
bility. The state provides all funds 
except toe one item of county ad- 
ministration. 


Under mothers' assistance many 


widows have been unable to secure 
the help that the act undertakes to 
provide. The counties 
in 
-which 


they lived could not or -would not 
contribute the 
fifty-fifty 
appro- 


priation required by law. There are 
no such strings tied to this new old 
age assistance law. An aged person 
in this state who is eligible for as- 
sistance need never 
worry 
about 


continuing to receive a 
pension. 


The commonwealth guarantees ade- 
quate funds. 


Many applications have already 


been received. These applications 
must be made to the Mothers' As- 
sistance Boards in each county 
Each application Is being given per- 
sonal investigation. 
Both investi- 


gation and administration of the 
old age fund are under the super- 
vision of the 
Mothers' Assistance 


Fund Boards of Trustees of the va- 
rious counties. Assignment to them 
of this new responsibillt 
by 
the 


legislature Is a gratifying endorse- 
ment of their previous good work for 
mothers' assistance. 


The act will become effective De- 


cember 1st. Payments under the 
act are due at the end of December. 
Arrangements are being made to 
notify all eligible applicants before 
Christmas that their 
applications 


have been approved and that their 
money will reach them promptly 
at the beginning of the New Year. 


Men and women jver 70 years old, 


who meet the residence and other 
requirements may rest assured that 
they will be provided for. Long be- 
fore Christmas, some 40,000 of our 
aged fellow citizens will know that 
their future Is secure.

For their last few years they may 
enjoy security. 
No more threat of the almshouse! 
No need to depend on the uncer­ 
tain help of friends or children al­ 
ready staggering under other bur­ 
dens! 
For more than 10 year'- 
I have 
done all in my power to bring help 
to these aged neighbors of ours. It 
gives me special 
happiness 
that, 
while I am still in office, the state 
should assume its responsibility of 
caring for these men and women, 
who, after 
a life-time 
of loyal 
service as citizens, find themselves, 
through no fault of their own, face 
to face with wrant. 
In 1923 I signed Pennsylvania’s 
first Old Age Assistance Act. 
The 
Old 
Age 
Assistance 
Commission 
which I had appointed summoned 
the first old age assistance confer­ 
ence of its kind ever held in the 
United States. 
Representatives of 
30 leading state organizations, of six 
other states and delegates from 
ccunty assistance boards met here 
in Harrisburg and 
discussed 
the 
subject from every angle. But the 
act never went into effect, because 
the Supreme Court declared it un­ 
constitutional. 
At subsequent sessions 
of 
the 
legislatures, several attem pts were 
made to amend he constitution so 
th at a pension act could be passed. 
These efforts all failed. 
When I returned to the Capitol 
for my second term, Pennsylvania 
had made no further progress to­ 
ward old age assistance although 25 
other states passed such legislation 
in the decade between 
1923 
and 
1933. 
Then came our session of 1934, 
and at last, I had the satisfaction 
of signing the present Old Age As­ 
sistance Act which had been pre­ 
pared. introduced, and passed as an 
administration measure. 
It is not 
all I want—but it is a 
great step 
forward. 
In the United States 
28 
states 
now have Old Age Assistance Acts 
closely resembling ours. We do not 
find much variation in the condi­ 
tions. Clauses relating to residence 
requirements, inability 
to 
provide 
self-support, 
and 
grants 
follow 
along similar lines. 
The amount 
granted is about the same in this 


and other states, $30 * 
the first member of a 
$15 a month for other 
bers of the household. 
Our act is good. In at least one 
respect, it Is the fairest of all our 
assistance 
legislation. 
It 
relieves 
the counties of financial responsi­ 
bility. The state provides all funds 
except the one item of county ad­ 
ministration. 
Under mothers’ assistance many 
widows have been unable to secure 
the help that the act undertakes to 
provide. 
The counties 
in 
which 
they lived could not or would not 
contribute the 
fifty-fifty 
appro­ 
priation required by law. There are 
no such strings tied to this new old 
age assistance law. An aged person 
in this state who is eligible for as­ 
sistance need never 
worry 
about 
continuing to 
receive 
a 
pension. 
The commonwealth guarantees ade­ 
quate funds. 
Many applications have already 
been received. 
These applications 
must be made to the Mothers’ As­ 
sistance Boards in each county. 
Each application is being given per­ 
sonal investigation. 
Both investi­ 
gation and adm inistration of the 
old age fund are under the super­ 
vision of the 
Mothers’ 
Assistance 
Fund Boards of Trustees of the va­ 
rious counties. Assignment to them 
of this new responSibilit 
by 
the 
legislature is a gratifying endorse­ 
ment of their previous good work for 
mothers’ assistance.

The Governor 


Says 


What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why 


By GIFFORD PINCHOX 
Governor of Pennsylvania 


Nearly 40,000 indigent aged men 


and women in Pennsylvania 
will 


celebrate Christmas and the New 
Year with new hope and happiness. 
For their last few years they may 


[ enjoy security. 


No more threat of the almshouse! 
No need to depend on the uncer- 
tain help of friends or children al- 
ready daggering under other bur- 
dens! 


For more than 10 year- I have 


done all in my power to bring help 
to these aged neighbors of ours. It 
gives me special 
happiness 
that, 


while I am still in office, the state 
should assume its responsibility of 
caring for these men and women, 
who, 
after a life-time of loyal 


service as citizens, find themselves, 
through no fault of their own, face 
to face with want. 


In 1923 I signed Pennsylvania's 


first Old Age Assistance Act. 
The 


Old 
Age Assistance Commission 


which I had appointed summoned 
the first old age assistance confer- 
ence of its kind ever held in the 
United States. Representatives of 
30 leading state organizations, of six 
other states and delegates from 
county assistance boards met here 
m HaiTisburg and. discussed 
the 


subject from every angle. But the 
act never went into effect, because 
the Supreme Court declared it un- 
constitutional. 


At subsequent sessions 
of 
the 


legislatures, several attempts were 
made to amend \he constitution so 
that a pension act could be passed 
These efforts all failed. 


When I returned to the Capitol 


for my second term, Pennsylvania 
had made no further progress to- 
ward old age assistance although 25 
Other states passed siich legislation 
in the decade between 1923 and 
1933. 


Then came our session 
of 1934 


and at last, I had the satisfaction 
of signing the present Old Age As- 
sistance Act which had been pre- 
pared, introduced, and passed as an 
administration measure. It is not 
all I want—but it is a great step 
forward. 


In the United States 
28 states 


now have Old Age Assistance Acts 
closely resembling ours. We do not 
find much variation in the condi- 
tions. Clauses relating to residence 
requirements, inability to provide 
self-support, 
and 
grants 
follow 


along similar lines. 
The amount 


granted is about the same in this 


and other states, $30 *. month for 
the first member of a family and 
$15 a month for other aged mem- 
bers of the household. 


Our act is good. In at least one 


respect, it is 'the fairest of all our 
assistance 
legislation. 
It relieves 
the counties of financial responsi- 
bility. The state provides all funds 
except the one item of county ad- 
ministration. 


Under mothers' assistance many 


widows have been unable to secure 
the help that the act undertakes to 
provide. The counties 
in 
which 


they lived could not or would not 
contribute the 
fifty-fifty 
appro- 
priation required by law. There are 
no such strings tied to this new old 
age assistance law. An aged person 
in this state who is eligible for as- 
sistance need .never worry, about 
continuing to receive a 
pension. 


The commonwealth guarantees ade- 
quate funds. 


Many' applications have already 


been received. These applications 
must .be made to the Mothers' As- 
sistance Boards 
in each • county. 


Each application is being given per- 
sonal investigation. 
Both investi- 


gation and administration, of the 
old age fund are under the super- 
vision of the Mothers' 
Assistance 


Fund Boards of Trustees of the va- 
rious counties. Assignment to them 
of this new respansibilit 
by the 


legislature is a gratifying endorse- 
ment of their previous good work, for 
mothers' assistance. 


The act will become effective De- 
cember 1st. Payments under the 
act are due at the end of'December 
Arrangements are being -made to 
notify all eligible applicants before 
Christmas that their applications 
have been approved and that their 
money will reach them promptly 
at the beginning of the New Year. 


Men and women jver 70 years old 


who meet the residence and other 
requirements may rest assured that 
they will be provided for. Long be- 
fore Christmas, some 40,000 of our 
aged fellow citizens will know that 
then- future is secure.

The 
person who accepts the pension is 
fcot eligible for help from any other 
Charitable institution. It is antici- 
pated that the board will have a 
busy time, once the headquarters 
are opened.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—The sport­ 
ing proclivities of Uncle Sam’s sport 
loving children will cost them over 
a billion bucks this year. 
You think th at’s an exaggeration? 
Shucks, I can find you any number 
of race track men who will assure 
you th at much at least is bet on 
races in this country. 
How much is bet on all kinds of 
sports events nobody knows. 
The 
exact figures probably would stag­ 
ger the imagination. 
Certainly, at 
a most conservative estimate, the 
amount would be sufficient to pay 
off the war debt of many a small 
nation. 
Pay Enormous Sums. 
Why, even the gates at sports 
events this year—and surely 1934 is 
not to be compared with some of the 
banner years when everybody seem­ 
ed to have money to toss around— 
will exceed $100,000,000. 
Football fans alone will pay not 
less than $25,000,000 to see their fa­ 
vorite sport this fall. 
T hat seems 
a staggering figure until you take 
your pencil In hand. Let’s figure a 
bit. 
Last Satruday 17 colleges drew 
500,000 who padi—to be extremely 
conservative—not less than $1 a 
head. There’s half a million for just 
17 games. But there are about 300 
college games every Saturday. 
Let 
the average attendance be only 2,000 
at $1 a copy. Now multiply th a t by 
eight or ten Saturdays. 
And, mind you, this doesn’t begin 
to take into consideration the hun­ 
dreds of high school and prep school 
and professional football games ev­ 
ery week. Individually, these games 
may not run into im portant money 
but when you lump them all to­ 
gether, the figures are startling. 
Fights used to draw tremendous 
gates but the biggest one of the year 
—the Cam era-Baer title fight—drew 
only a little over $400,000. 
Jimmy Johnston, matchmaker for 
Madison Square Garden, is authority 
for the statem ent th at fight fans 
will not lay more than $3,000,000 on 
the line this year for their favorite 
«snort. 
Ball Games Draw. 
The major league ball clubs will 
total about $10,000,000 on the year 
and minor league, college and semi- 
pro games another $5,000,000. 
H ockey—majors, minors, collegiate 
and am ateur—will easily gross $2,- 
000,000. 
Track meets, tennis, pro and am a­ 
teur—golf, 
wrestling 
and 
other 
sports will add several million more 
to the total. 
Then there is horse racing. With 
at least four tracks running some­ 
where the year round and with sev­ 
eral thousand for a daily average, 
you can readily see where many 
more millions are added.

ed to have money to toss around— 
will exceed $100,000,000. 


Football fans alone will pay not 


less than $25,000,000 to see their fa- 
vorite sport this rlall. That seems 
a staggering figure until you take 
your pencil in hax.d. Let's figure a 
bit.

500,000 who padi—to be extremely 
conservative—not less than $1 a 
head. There's half a million for just

sending a .32 calibre revolver buUet 
into his abdomen in an effort to end 
his life, Robert B. Fletcher, 63,'a. re- 
tired attorney, staggered three blocks 
to his home here Monday, and col- 
lapsed.

—noise. 


The board of directors of the 


Philadelphia County Medical socie- 
ty under the leadership of Dr. Seth 
Brumm, president, has Indorsed a 
measure to still the strident honking 
of automobile horns and unneces- 
sary noises in general. 


A spokesman for the board of di- 


rectors in explaining that body's at- 
titude toward the noise nuisance, de- 
clared: 
'The society fully realizes the tre- 


mendous effect on the health of our 
citizens of excessive noises in the 
streets throughout the day and par- 
ticularly during the night." 


"The loss of sleep occasioned by 


unnecessary sounding of automobile 
horns is clearly a, matter vital to 
public health," he continued. 


The medical society, in entering 


the battle against the din caused by 
automobile horns, pointed out that 
noise causes "nerve irritation" not 
only to the unfortunates confined 
in hospital beds but to healthy per- 
sons as well.
